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precursors,  including  the  original  source  of  the  incorporated  radioisotope,  are  also  included 
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The  prefixes  o-,  m-,p-,  D,  L,  DL,  (R),  (S),  E,  Z,  cis-,  erythro,  threo-,  trans-,  and  all  position  numbers 
(e.g.  1-,  2-,  4-,  17-)  and  letters  (e.g.  a-,  p-,  6-,  co-)  are  ignored  in  establishing  alphabetical  precedence. 
Thus,  4-(N,N-Dimethylamino)benzaldehyde  appears  before  2-(N,N-Diethylamino)benzoic  acid; 
(Z)-Hex-3-enal  appears  before  (E)-Hex-3-enol  but  after  (Z)-Hex-2-enal;  and  DL-a-Tryptophan 
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Radioisotopes,  including  their  position  in  the  molecule,  are  indicted  immediately  after  the  name  of 
the  compound  {e.g.  5(E)-6,10-Dimethylundeca-5,9-dien-2-one,  [2-C-14]  except  in  cases  where  the 
position  of  the  radiolabel  may  be  misunderstood.  In  such  cases,  the  position  of  the  label  is  shown 
immediately  after  the  appropriate  molecular  fragment  {e.g.  2-Amino[N-15]-4,6- 

dimethoxypyrimidine).  Hydrogen  isotopes  are  reported  either  as  H-2  and  H-3  or,  less  frequently,  as 
and  ^H.  The  second  nomenclature  is  used  in  formulae  {e.g.  LiB2H4,  not  LiBD4).  D  and  T  are  not 
used,  though  “deuteriation”  and  “tritiation”  are  used  as  nouns  occasionally. 

Esters  of  simple  acids  {e.g.  Methyl  acetate)  appear  under  the  alcohol;  esters  of  more  complex  acids 
{e.g.  (17R)-17,20-Dimethyl-7-thiaprostaglandin  El)  appear  under  the  name  of  the  acid  {e.g.  (17R)- 
17,20-Dimethyl-7-thiaprostagIandin  El,  methyl  ester).  Reagents,  especially  where  they  are  also 
sources  of  radioisotopes,  may  be  listed  under  more  than  one  heading.  Thus,  CH3I  in  its  various 
isotopically-labelled  forms  is  listed  both  as  Methyl  iodide  and  as  lodomethane.  Those  two  lists  are 
complementary,  and  reflect  the  different  ways  in  which  the  originals  name  this  compound. 

Preparations  and  syntheses  are  indicated  appropriately  (“prep”  and  “synth”)  in  the  text  of  the  entry. 
“Synthesis”  implies  a  detailed  preparation  from  simpler  starting  materials,  such  as  barium 
carbonate[C-14]  or  methyl  iodide[C-l  1].  “Preparation”  implies  functionalisation  of  a  suitable 
precursor  in  a  short  number  of  steps  {e.g.  acetylation  of  7-deacetylforskalin  to  obtain  labelled 
forskalin).
